We visited this Theatre last night, in expectation of seeing a new 
Musica) Operetta, which was announced in the bills of the day; on 
the curtain drawing up we were greatly surprised at discovering that 
Der Vampyr was about to be performed; on applying to a gentleman 
beside us, we were informed that one of those very common accidents 
the sudden indisposition of a principal performer had occasioned the 
disappointment. Tn such cases it is usual to placard the circumstance 
at the entrances to the Theatre, and it certainly should have been done 
in this case ; itis true, that the bills were altered, and headed by an 
announcement stating that in consequence of the sudden indisposition 
of Miss Kelly, the new Musical Operetta of Zhe Deuce is in Her was 
unavoidably postponed, and that the performances would consist of 
Der Vampyr, The Spring Lock, and The Middle Temple ; this an- 
nouncement we saw ouly upon going out, and many other persons were 
in the same predicament. Miss Ferguson was absest, consequently 
the part of Ianthe devolved upon Miss Pincott, who, not being a sin- 
ger, had the enviable task of merely walking on the stage to be dragged 
into a cavern as the Vampire’s prey ; her screams proved the power, 
if not the melody of her voice. No disapprobation at the change of 
performance was manifested, and the house was well filled.
